In discoursing on the resurrection, the dead 
are very naturaily kept in view. And the 
apostle, throughout the chapter, has special, if 
not entire reference, to the death aud resurrec- 
| tion of saints 


By the dead then in this pas- 
sage, we are undoubte liy lo inderstand those, 
| who had died inthe Lord. And there is noth- 
ing in the passage nor its connexion, to restrict 
the meaning of ** the dead” to martyrs, or any 
| particular description of Christians, All the 
dead, who had witnessed a good profession, 
seem tobe intended. To be baptized for the 
| dead then means, to protess that holy religion, 
and fill up the piaces of those who were mem- 
bers of the Church, but are now dead. 

In the general principle, it will be perceiv- 
ed that we agree with Doddridge and others; 
but we dissent from their opinion, that “ the 
apostle refers to the case of those who present- 
ed themselves for baptism immediately after 
| the martyrdom of their brethren, or at their , 
| funerals. There is to my mind no evidence, 
| that the apostle has sole reference to this par- 
ticular class of professors; if indeed such a 

class existed. He notices nothing peculiar in 
their gharacter, or state, except what may be 
| inferred from the fact, that they were baptized 
for the dead. This may be understood in a 
general seuse, with as much propriety, as ina 
| particular one. If the dead rise not, what 
shall any Christians do? Why do any become | 
Christians? As the apostle queries in the next 
verse, Why stand we m jeopardy every hour? | 
Whatever worldly motives may have since ex- 
isted fora Christian profession, there were none | 
| in the apostle’s day. And subverting the doe- 
trine of the resurrection, was extinguishing | 
every ray of hope beyond the grave.
